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Priorities for Release of Raw Film 


The Government of India in 
the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Notification No. 99- 
ITC (PN)/38 dated 19-11-1958 
have announced the Priorities 
for Release of Raw Film which 
runs as follows : — 


The Government of India have 
decided that the following rela- 
tive priorities will be adopted by 
the licensing authorities for 
release of raw films to the film 
industry. 

(1) Pictures started before 
June 7, 1957, which had been in 
progress and are in advanced 
stage of production. This would 
apply only to esteblished regular 
producers. 

(2) Regular Producers: 

(a) Producers who have past 
export performance to their 
credit. 

(b) Studio owner producers 
who have been continuously 
producing pictures for three 
years immediately preceding 
June 7, 1957. 


(c) Producers who have pro- 
duced three or more full length 
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feature films in the three years 
preceding June 7, 1957. 

(d) Producers who have been 
continuously in production for 
three years preceding June 7, 
1957, and who had completed 
two pictures during this period 
or had completed one picture 
and had another under produc- 
tion on June 7, 1957. 


(3) Producers who have past 
record of at least one picture 
censored between 1952 and June 
7, 1957. 

(4) Producers without past 
record but who had started their 
picture before June 7, 1957. 


(5) Studio owners without 
past record. 

(6) Producers without past 
record but who have started their 
pictures after June 7, 1957. 


(7) Partners and directors of 
firms and companies which have 
past record but which are now 
inactive. 


(8) New-comers. 


(9) Special cases will be con- 
sidered on merits on an ad hoc 
basis.

Export Promotion Scheme : 


The Government of India have 
by their recent Notification 
No. 98-ITC (PN)/58 New Delhi 
dated 19-11-58 in the Ministry 
of Industry & Commerce announ- 
ced their policy in regard to issue 
of import licenses under the 
Export Promotion Scheme. The 
same is reproduced hereunder 
for the benefit of the members 
of the trade. 


Subject : Import of ‘ Cinema- 
tograph films not exposed’ 
(S No. 116-IV) under the 
Export Promotion Scheme 
during October, 1958—March, 
1959. 


Attention ofimporters is in- 
vited to Appendix XXIII to the 
Red Book for October, 1958- 
March, 1959 which details the 
provisions for import of articles 
under the Export Promotion 
Scheme. 


2. In supersession of the pre- 
vious instructions on the subject, 
it has been decided to permit 
import of * Cinematograph films 
not exposed? under the Export 
Promotion Scheme as embodied 
in Appendix XXIII to the cur- 
rent Red Book. Broadly, the 
Licences under the Export 
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News Notes 


Scheme will be granted on the 
following basis :— 
. The Individual exporters will 
be allowed to import * cinemato- 
graph films not exposed’ against 
their prospective export earnings 
and not on the basis of their 
past performance, provided that ; 
(i) they are established expor- 
ters and have past performance 
to their credit ; 


(ii) they give an undertaking 
to the licensing authority con- 
cerned at the time of making an 
application in the form annexed ; 

(iii) at the time of clearance of 
goods through the Customs they 
givea bond in the prescribed 
form and manner to the licensing 
authority concerned ; 


(iv) the undertaking and also 
the bond would be given separa- 
tely in each case ; 


(v) the undertaking for export 
would be in the proportion of 
1:4. lfany individual expor- 
ter is in a position to earn mpre 
foreign exchange than the pro- 
portion of 1: 4 an additional 
import of * Cinematograph films 
not exposed’ will be permitted 
to him on an ad-hoc basis on 
the extra foreign exchange earned 
by him; 


3. If any individual producer 
enters into a contract with a 
foreign company for producing 
a film or for exhibition abroad 
ofa film produced by him or 
one which is under production 
and is prepared to establish his 
contract through irrevocable 
documents, his case can be con- 
sidered for the issue of raw 
films for producing the picture 
or for taking copies thereof, on 
his giving a bank guarantee to the 
licensing authority concerned to 
the extent of 1th of the foreign 
exchange earnings or to the 
extent of the value of raw film 
licensed, whichever is higher, 
irrespective of the fact whether 
such a producer has past export 
performance to his credit or not. 


4. Thg intending importers of 
' Cinematograph films, not ex- 
posed' under the Export Pro- 
motion Scheme should submit 
their applications in the usual 
form and manner to the licens- 
ing authority concerned.

Those desirous of obtaing 
import licences for raw materials 
under the Export Promotion 
Scheme laid down in this part 
are requested to get the names 
of their firms registered with the 
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licensing authorities at the ports. 
Those who have already exported 
finished goods by obtaining 
import licences for raw materials 
in the earlier period/periods 
under the scheme, as well as 
others, should apply for regis- 
tration to the port licensing 
authority within whose terri- 
torial jurisdiction the applicant’s 
place of business/fabrication is 
situated giving the following 
particulars : — 


(a) Full name of the exporter: 


(b) Complete address of the 
place of business of the expor- 
ters. 


(c) Date of establishment of 
business. 


(d) (1) Description and other 
particulars of the finished goods 
sought to be exported by the 
applicant ; and 

(ii) The description and 
details of imported raw materials 
or components required for pro- 
ducing each of the said finished 
goods. 


(e) Complete address addres- 
ses of the mills, factories etc., 
whether the exporter manufac- 
tures or fabricates the finished 
articles for export and capacity 
for production of finished goods. 


(f) If the exporter has no faci- 
lity for processing the finished 
product for export market, what 
arrangements have been made 
for the manufacture of the goods 
with other manufacturers. Com- 
plete address/addresses of such 
manufacturers should be sup- 
plied. 


(g) Whether the applicant has 
applied for registering himself 
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with any other agencies like the 
Development Wing, Export Pro- 
motion Councils, Commodity 
Boards set up by Government 
(e.g. All India Handicrafts 
Board) etc, under any Export 
Promotion Scheme. If so, fur- 
nish details regarding the regis- 
tration with particular reference 
to; 


(1) the agency to which the 
application for registration was 
made, 


(ii) whether the registration 
applied for has been granted by 
the agency. In case the registra- 
tion has been refused, this fact 
should be mentioned ; 


(ili) commodities in respect of 
which registration bas been 
made ;

(k) Details of the import 
licences that were issued to him 
against his quota specified above 
during the last licensing period. 


(1) The quantum and value of 
exports of the finished product 
effected by the exporter during 
the past 12 months should be 
furnished indicating whether he 
has during this period received 
any benefit under the Export 
Promotion Scheme and if so, 
the value of the licences obtain- 
ed by him. 


(m) The items for which im- 
port licences are sought to be 
applied forand the quantum 
and the value in each case. 


(n) The quantum and value of 
exports which the exporter 
undertakes to effect as a condi- 


tion for the grant of import 
licences applied for. 
(o) An undertaking to the 


effect that he would furnish 
monthly returns of his exports, 
from the date import licences 
are given, to the licensing autho- 
rity concerned and to the 
Director of Export Promotion, 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, New Delhi. 


(p) Arrangements made by 
the applicant to export the goods 
ona continuous basis, such as 
particulars of marketing surveys 
conducted and agents appointed 
by him in foreign countries, 
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publicity schemes undertaken, 
contacts established etc. 


(q) Whether the applicant 
normally uses any standard con- 
tract form in respect of his 
export transactions and whether 
the contract form used by him 
provides for preshipment inspec - 
tion of the quality of the goods 
and for settlement of trade dis- 
putes by arbitration. 


(r) Details of arrangements 
for preshiement inspection of 
the quality of the goods exported 
by the applicant. 


(s) Details of the procedure 
fot settlement of trade disputes 
arising out of the applicant's 
exports. 


Once afirm has been regis- 
tered with the Port Licensing 
authority fora particular item, 
there is no need for renewlng 
the registration every half year 
and the registration will remain 
in force unless the name of the 
firm is struck off for some reason 
or the other. If, however the 
firm after registration has not 
applied fora licence under the 
Export Promotion Scheme for a 
continuous period of 12 months 
the registration will lapse.

IMPORT CONTROL POLICY 
for Oct. 1958 — March 1959 


The Import Control Policy 
announced on 31-10-1958 closely 
follows the policy for the previ- 
ous half-year with a small 
Increase in a few items. 
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The quota for Projector Lamps 
has been fixed at 10% for Esta- 
blished Importers as against nil 
during the previous half-year. 
Studio and Projector Lamps 
continue to be licensable to 
Actual users on ad hoc basis. 


The quota for carbons has 
been increased from 80% to 
100% General and Soft. 


The quota for Leader Films 
has been increased from 30% to 
60% soft. 


The quota for Photographic 
Negatives and Printing Paper 
has been increased from 20% to 
25% without any ceiling. For 
Photographic instruments, appa- 
ratus and appliances the quota 
is fixed at 5% as against nil 
during the previous half-year. 


There is no change in policy 
as regards unexposed cinemato- 
graph films, toilet goods, metal, 
cinema machinery and spare 
parts.

(vi) Applications from Establi- 
shed Importers for the import of 
educational films will be consi- 
dered ad hoc on the basis of past 
imports of such films. , Establi- 
shed Importers should prove 
their past imports of such films 
in any of the three years 1955-56, 
1956-57 and 1957-58. The 
applicants are also required to 
produce satisfactory evidence 
to show that the films are edu- 
cational in nature and are 
required for exhihition in schools 
and colleges and other edu-

cational institutions. For this 
purpose the intending importers 
Should furnish full particulars 
about the films as follows :— 
(i) Where the film desired to be 
imported has been produced by 
a non-commercial organisation 
such as the various bodies of the 
United Nations, the Red Cross 
and so on. Proofs in this respect 
may be furnished. (ii) Whether 
the film is being imported bya 
firm, which is not otherwise 
engaged normally in the exhibi- 
tion of cinema film. (iii) Litera- 
ture relating to the films sought 
to be imported should be furni- 
shed to the Licensing Authority. 
(iv) Whether the film is being 
imported against any specific 
orders from an educational 
institution or any other similar 
body.

III. (iv) Licences granted under 
this S. No. will not be -valid for 
sensitized paper (Ferroprussiate, 
ammonia etc). (v) Firms having 
past imports of both photogra- 
phic sensitized material and 
photographic chemicals can 
apply for permission to utilise a 
portion of their October '58— 
March '59 quota licences granted 
for photographic chemicals. 
Established importers who wish 
totake advantage of this con- 
cession, should apply to the 
J.C.C.I., Bombay, irrespective of 
the fact whether the licences for 
S. No. 303/IV. were issued by 
him or not. The licences for 
photographic goods and mate- 
rials and chemicals falling under 
S. No. 22-31/V with a statement 
indicating the value for which it 
is desired to utilise the licences 
for photographic goods for the 
import of photographic chemi- 
cals should be forwarded to that 
authority. A list of the chemi- 
cals (excluding those import 
of which is prohibited) which 
the applicant wishes to import 
should also be enclosed. Such 
requests will be considered ad hoc 
and the decision of the J.C.C.L., 
Bombay as regards the extent to 
which such permission is given 
and in regard to the nature of 
chemicals permitted would be 
final (vi) Quota licences will be 
subject to the condition that at 
least 10% of the face value of 
quota licences should be utilised 
for import of process plates and 
films required by printing indus- 
try. (vii) Quota licences will be 
subject to the condition that the 
established importers will ensure 
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that goods imported against 
these licences are sold by them 
and/or their agents at prices not 
exceeding the pre-September '57 
level. (viii) Applications for 
import of coloured chemicals for 
colour processing will be consi- 
deed on ad hoc basis by the 
J CCI., Bombay.

shed importers held a combined 
quota certificate for complete 
equipments and spare parts. The 
provision for quota licensing for 
spare parts at 22% of half of 
the best year’s imports of com- 
plete equipments continues.

Fees under M.C.R. Rules 1957 


The Government of Madras 
have notified the credit head 
under which the fees specified 
under the Madras Cinemas (Re- 
gulation) Rules 1957 have to be 
remitted. The same is quoted 
hereunder. <

“The South Indian Film 
Chamber of Commerce, Madras, 
has requested the Government 
«to clarify certain points regard- 
ingthe Head of Account to 
Which the fees levied under the 
Madras Cinemas (Regulation) 
Rules, 1957, should be credited. 
The various fees that are levied 
under the Madras Cinemas 
(Regulation) Rules, 1957, are 
set out below :— 
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Rule 30: Fees for examina- 
tion of films by the Film Advi- 
sory Board. 


Rules 37 (1) (iii): Fees for 
the construction of building and 
installation of machinery at the 
rates prescribed by local autho- 
rity. 

Rules 41, 43 and 110: Fees 
for issue of licences and dupli- 
cate licences. 


Rule 47: Fees for appeals to 
the Board of Revenue Madras. 

Rules 92 (1) (ii): Fees for 
renewal of licences. 


2. The question of prescribing 
the head of account to which 
the various fees collected under 
the above rules should be credit- 
ed has been examined in detail 
in consultation with the Board 
of Revenue and the Accountant- 
General, Madras. The govern- 
ment direct that the various fees 
collected under the Madras 
Cinemas (Regulation) Rules, 
1957, mentioned in paragraph 1 
above should be credited to a 
new detailed account head viz., 
“ Licensing of cinematograph 
Exhibitions” to be opened 
under * XIII. Other Taxes and 
Duties. A. Taxes on luxuries 
including taxes on  Entertain- 
ments, amusements, Betting and 
Gambling -a. Entertainment 
Tax ”. 


3. The Board of Revenue 
(Land Revenue), Madras should 
adopt the new detailed head 
while framing the R E. 1958-59 
and the B.E. 1959—19€0.

October 1958, together with the 
Statement of Objects and 
Reasons is published for general 
information by the Government 
of Madras. 


(L.C. Bill No. 8 of 1938.) 


Whereas it is expedient to pre- 
vent disfigurement by advertise- 
ments of places open to public 
view in the State of Madras ; 


1. SHORT TITLE AND EXTENT 
(1) This Act may be called the 
Madras open places (Prevention 
of Disfigurement) Act, 1958. (2) 
It extends to the whole of the 
State of Madras. 


2. DEFINITIONS: ‘In this Act, 
unless the context otherwise re- 
quires— 


(a) * advertisement ’ includes 
any bill, notice, document, paper 
or other thing containing any 
words, signs, or visible repre- 
sentations ; 


(b) * objectionable advertise- 
ment ' means any advertisement 
which is likely to— 

(i) incite any person to resort 
to violence or sabotage for the 
purpose of overthrowing or 
undermining the Government 
established by law in India or in 
any State thereof or its authority 
in any area ; or 

(ii) incite any person to com- 
mit murder, sabotage or any 
offence involving violence ; or 

(iii) seduce any member of 
any of the armed forces of the 
Indian or of the police forces 
from his allegiance or his duty, 
or prejudice the recruiting of 
persons to serve in any such 
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force or prejudice the discipline 
of any such force ; or 

(iv) incite any section of citi- 
zens of India to acts of violence 
against any other section of the 
citizens of India ; or which — 


(v) is deliberately intended to 
outrage the religious feelings of 
any class of the citizens of India 
by insulting or blaspbeming or 
profaning the religion or the 
religious beliefs of that class ; or 

(vi) is grossly indecent, or is 
scurrilous or obscene or inten- 
ded for blackmail ; 


EXPLANATION : Án ADVERTISE- 
MENT shall not be deemed to 
be objectionable merely because 
words or signs or visible repre- 
sentations are used expressing 
disapprobation or criticism of 
any or of any policy or adminis- 
trative action of the Govern- 
ment with a view to obtain its 
alteration or redress by lawful 
means 


(c) * Place open to public 
view ' includes a private place or 
building, monument, statue, 
effigy, post, wall, fence, free or 
other thing visible to a person 
being in, or passing along, any 
public place ; 

(d) “public place” means a 
place (including a road, street or 
way, whether a thoroughfare or 
not and a landing place) to 
which the public are granted 
access or have a right to resort, 
or ever which they have a right 
to resort, or over which they 
have a right to pass. 


3, PENALTY FOR DISARMAMENT 
BY | OBJECTIONAL ADVERTISE- 
MENTS: Whoever affixes to, or 
inscribes or exhibits on, any 
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place open to public view any 
objectional advertisement shall 
be punished with imprisonment 
of either description for a term 
which may extend to one year or 
with fine which may extend to 
one thousand rupees or with 
both. 


4. PENALTY FOR UNAUTHO- 
RIZED DISFIGUREMENT BY ADVER- 
TISEMENTS : Whoever affixes to, 
or inscribes or exhibits on, any 
place open to public view any 
advertisement without the 
written consent of the owner or 
occupier or person in manage- 
ment of the property in which 
such place is situated shall be 
punished with imprisonment of 
either description for a term 
which may extend to three 
months or with fine which may 
extend to two hundred rupees, 
or with both, 


5. PUNISHMENT OF ABETTORS : 
Whoever in any manner whatso- 
ever causes, procures, counsels, 
aids, abets oris accessory to, 
the commission of any offences 
under section 3 or section 4 
shall be punished with the 
punishment provided for the 
offence. 


6. BURDEN OF PROOF IN 
CERTAIN CASES : Where a person 
is prosecuted for committing an 
offence under section 4 the 
burden of proving that he has the 
written consent referred to in 
that section shall be on him. 


7. OFFENCES BY COMPANIES : 
(1) Where an offence who, at the 
time when the offence was com- 
mitted, was in charge of, and 
was responsible to, the company 
for the conduct of the business 
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of the company, as wellas the 
company, shall be deemed to be 
guilty of the offence, and shall 
be liable to be proceeded against 
the punished accordingly. 


Provided that nothing contain- 
ed in this sub-section shall 
render any such person liable to 
any punishment provided in this 
Act, if he proves that the offence 
was committed without his 
knowledge or that he exercised 
all due diligence to present the 
commission of such offence. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in sub-section (1), 
where an offence under this Act 
has been committed by a com- 
pany and itis proved that the 
offence has been committed with 
the consent or connivance of, or 
is attributable to any gross 
negligence onthe part of any 
director, manager, secretary or 
other officer of the company, 
such director, manager, secretary 
or other office of the company, 
shall also be deemed to be guilty 
of that offence and shall be liable 
to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly. 


EXPLANATION : forthe purpose 
of this section— 


(a) “company” means any 
body corporate and includes a 
firm or other association of in- 
dividuals, and 


(b) * director ', in relation to 
afirm, meansa partner in the 
firm. 


8. OFFENCES UNDER THE ACT 
TO BE COGNIZABLE: Notwith- 
standing anything contained in 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898, (Central Act V of 1898), 
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any offence punishable under 
this Act shall be deemed to be a 
cognizable offence within the 
meaning of that Code. 


9. ‘JURISDICTION TO TRY 
OFFENCES UNDER THE ACT: NO 
Court inferior to that of a pre- 
sidency Magistrate or a magis- 
trate of the first-class shall take 
cognizance of, or try, any 
ne punishable under this 

ct. 


10. LOCAL AUTHORITIES TO 
SET UP HOARDINGS : Subject to 
the provisions of this Act, any 
local authority may set up hoar- 
dings, erections or other things 
in suitable places for the exhibi- 
tion of advertisements and may 
charge andlevy such fees as may 
be prescribed for the use of any 
such hoarding erection or thing. 


1]. INDEMNITY: No suit, 
prosecution or other legal pro- 
ceeding shall lie against the 
Government, any local authori- 
ties or person for anything 
which is in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this 
Act. 


12. OTHER LAWS NOT AFIICT- 
ED: The provisions of this Act 
are in addition to, and not in 
derogation of, the provisions of 
any other law for the time being 
in force. 


13. POWER TO MAKE RULES: 
(1) The State Government may 
make rules for the' purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of 
this Act. 


(2) All rules made under this 
Act shall, as soon as possible 
after they are made, be placed 
on the table of the Houses of the 
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Legislature and shall be subject 
to such modifications whether by 
way of amendment or repeal as 
the Legislative Assembly may 
make within fourteen days on 
which the House actually sits 
either in the same session or in 
more than one session.

Such advertisements, 
slogans and objectionable matter 
not only spoil the beauty of the 
city or town concerned but also 
offend public sense of decency.

sary to check this evil. This 
Bill seeks to achieve this object. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING 
DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


1. Clause 10 empowers the 
State Government to prescribe 
by rules the fees which may be 
levied by local authorities for 
the use of hoardings erections 
or other things set up by such 
local authorities for the exhibi- 
tion of advertisements. 


2. Clause 13 empowers the 
State Government to make rules 
for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of the Bill, when 
enacted. 


3. The delegation is essential 
to carry out the purposes of the 
measure and is normal in char- 
acter.

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Legal 


Gratuity Scheme in Studios : 


Sri K. Ramaswami Goundar, 
B. A., M.L., the Industrial Tribu- 
nal, Madras has disposed of an 
application under I.D. No. 39 of 
1957 on Tuesday, the thirtieth 
day of September, 1958 by the 
management of Gemini Studios, 
Madras. 


(Application to clarify the 
award, dated 24th April 1958, 
and passed in I. D. No. 39 of 
1957 on the file of the Industrial 
Tribunal, Madras.) 


This application coming on 
for hearing on Friday, the 
eighth day of August 1958, and 
on this day, upon perusing the 
"application, the award, dated 
24th April 1958, and passed in 
I D. No. 39 of 1957 (published 
at page 10 in the supplement to 
Part I of the Fort St. George 
Gazette, dated 14th May 1958), 
the record of evidence, and upon 
hearing the arguments of Sri 
R.M. Seshadri, Advocate for the 
Applicant, and of Sri S.C.C. 
Antoni Pillai for the Opposite 
Party, the Tribunal made the 
following : 


ORDER 


This is an application filed by 
the management for the clarifica- 
tion of the provisions relating to 
the gratuity scheme ordered 
"under the award in I.D. No. 39 
of 1957. That scheme was put 
into the award on the agreement 
of parties. According to the 
terms of that award, the benefit 
of the gratuity scheme was exten- 
ded to all the * employees’ of 
the Gemini Studios, The 


question has arisen as to what 
should be the meaning to be 
given to the expression 
* employees '. Itis represented 
for the management that there 
are employees drawing even 
Rs. 2,000a month, and that 
obviously such employees were 
notextended to be benefited by 
the Gratuity Scheme. It is, there- 
fore, obvious that the expression 
‘employees ' is not the proper 
one to be used, and it requires 
to be clarified as to what cate- 
gories of workers the benefit of 
the scheme was extended to be 
applied 


Mr. Anthoni Pillai for the 
Union contended that in any 
case the benefit of the scheme 
should be extended to all ‘work- 
men' as defined under section 2 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. 
But even that would bring in 
workmen drawing wages up to 
Rs. 500. It was contended for 
the management that asin the 
case of  dearness allowances 
which was dealt with under the 
Award, the dividing line should 
be drawn between the employees 
drawing Rs. 100 and less and 
those drawing over Rs. 100, 
because when the  Gratuity 
Scheme was agreed to, it was in- 
tended that it should benefit only 
the former class of employees. 


This controversy cannot be 
disposed of by mere arguments, 
and evidence has to be taken as 
to what was the intention of the 
parties as to. the categories of 
employees to be benefited by the 
Gratuity Scheme. 
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In pursuance of the above 
order, evidence was recorded 
and on the side of the manage- 
ment, Sri Vasan, Proprietor of 
the, Gemini Studios, was examin- 
ed He gave evidence that during 
the discussion on the question of 
gratuity he did not agree to the 
scheme at all and that only 
during the discussion in Court 
he gave his assent on the under- 
standing that it should be made 
applicable only to workers whose 
basic wage is Rs. 100 and less 
He formed that impression be- 
cause that was the level that was 
taken into consideration when 
the question of dearness allow- 
ance was discussed and agreed to 
alittle earlier. It will be seen 
from the award that the dearness 
allowance is made applicable 
only to workers whose basic 
wages is Rs. 100 and less ; and 
as this question was discussed 
and agreed ta in Court, there 
was every reason for Mr. Vasan 
giving his assent to this scheme 
on the understand that it will be 
applicable only to employees up 
to that level and not higher 
levels. He was definite that if 
the scheme should be extended 
also to employees at higher level, 
the financial position of the 
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"Company being what itis, it 
may not beable to stand the 
additional burden. I have no 
reasons to doubt his evidence, 
and as against that evidence, 
there is no evidence adduced on 
the other side by the union. I, 
therefore, accept his evidence 
and hold that the intention of 
the parties must have been, in 
regard to the Gratuity Scheme 
agreed to and allowed under the 
award that itshould be applica- 
ble only to workmen whose 
basic wage is Rs. 100 and less 
and not to employees at higher 
levels. 


It will also be seen from the 
list, Exhibit m-1, filed by the 
Management that out of the 
total of 483 employees, there are 
only 258 who are mentbers of 
the Union, and of these ony six 
will be drawing basic wages of 
over Rs. 100, so that only a very 
small number of workers who 
are members of the union th at 
would be affected by this order. 


The question whether there 
should be any gratuity scheme in 
regard to the employees at higher 
levels is left to be raised, if so 
advised, in a separate reference.
